Bhoks Y the Wade 


A LITTLE COUNTRY WITH A 
GREAT PEOPLE. 


How can one in @ people who suggest 
at one time the Japamese, at another the 
Irish, at another the Scots, at another the 
Americans, at another the citizens of one of 
the htthe States of Greece? Certainly, they 
cannot be classified. They are of their own 
genus.—Fintanp To-Day. ; : 


O NE of the most fascinating books that 
this reviewer has read for a long 
time past is ‘ Finland Te-day '—a book 
that might be called the story of a great 
people in a little country. Finland is a 
bleak little territory, with a people who 
number less than four millions. Many 
wars raged across Finland, and its. people 
—whose descent is obscure, although they 
certainly are mainly Mongolian, and re- 
tain queer Mongolian superstitions to this 
day—were hardened in a cruel school. 
Long they strove to assert their peculiar 
culture against the levelling tyranny ef 
the Tsars, and they won their way without 
revolts or violence to the assertion of a 
national being. The independence of 
Finland to-day is the mark of Bolshevist 
failure, and Finland stands as a bulwark 
of Europe against a Russia turned Asiatic. 

A race of humble origin, lacking a share 
in the glories of the European past and 
the tradition of Imperial Rome, might be 
expected to make poor use of modern 
liberty. Finnish literature is summed up 
by “ Kalevala,” that half-barbaric epic 
that pleases by its strangeness, and depicts 
a life less exalted even than that of primi- 
tive Beowulf. Nevertheless, Finland 
actually is ahead of Kurope in many 
phases of modern progress. It was the 
first country in Europe to give the 
franchise to women. In architecture it 
rivals the Scandinavian lands as the chief 
source of energy in the Old World, and 
only last week the Jrish Times told how 
the second prize for a “ town-plan’’ for 
Australia’s new capital came from -Helsing- 
fors, while Paris, the most beautiful of 
the European capitpls, took only the third 
prize, 

Mr. Fox, who writes with the charm of 
a consummate scholar, describes this virile 
little nation in a book that enchants the 
reader like a romance. He tells of the 
energetic peasantry, with their splendidly- 
run co-operatives, although he does not 
mention that the co-operative system is 
named after a Finnish epic hero, as-ií the 
‘““TA.W.S.”’ in Ireland were called 
Cuchulainn or the Red Branch. He tells 
of the vigorous manufactures that have 
been built up on the country’s natural re- 
sources ; of the Folk High Schools which 
educate the people for the duties of free- 
dom ; of a social system old-fashioned, but 
free ; of fashions, national and modest. 

. Finland is backward in the imitative 
arts, but has achieved fine things in 
craftsmanship, as in furniture and rug- 
making, and in decorative art. A photo- 
graph of a church interior bewilders us in 
the curious luxuriance of its ornament. 
Finnish music is famous, and science has 
many a brilliant Finnish exponent. Fin- 
nish architects have broken with Greek 
and Roman tradition, as unfitted for the 
Northern climate, but they have avoided 
the imitation Gothic which has fallen like 
a blight on our own country. They have 
broken in their designs to suit the gonius 

ix native granite and the concrete, 
which is\their second material. Helsing- 
fors railway station, with its simplicity, 
its massiveness, its dignity of rectangular 
proportions, and its two striking sculp- 
tures, rugged like Egyptian seated gods, 
is one of the chief classics of the building 
art raised in the twentieth century. Hel- 
singfors as a whole is planned with such 
wisdom that “ from almost every quarter 
there are charming vistas of wood and of 
water.’’ Extraordinary cleanliness marks 
every Finnish city. ‘‘ The people have 
solved completely the problem of carrying 
on the dirty business of trade without 
having dirty, untidy quaysides.”’ 

The principal drawback to life jn Fin- 
land is the fact that Finland is “ dry ’’— 
the only “dry” State in Europe. In so 
chilly a climate ‘‘ dryness ’’ must be no 
small hardship; but that is the Finns’ 
affair. The Customs officers are not un- 
duly inquisitive, and their regulations 
exempt brides’ trousseaux from ail 
exactions. 

Finland, with a smaller population than 
Ireland, with a poorer soil and far less 
favourable geographical position, and lack- 
ing the historic antecedents on which our 
Western race prides itself, has no dwind- 
ling population or declining fame. For 
the explanation of Finland’s prosperity, 
we may read Mr. Fox's aceount of the 
indemitable industry and the uncomplain- 
ing self-reliance of that arduous Northern 
stock.

It has 
been reprinted six times, and now appears 
in luxurious form, illustrated by Mr. 
Frank C. Papé in the fantastic and 
delicate style in which he has treated 
other works by France.

Masters of Etching ” series gives us 
twelve fine mounted plates of Sir Francis 
Seymour Haden’s work.

Akroyd has a knowledge of the Highlands 
in general, and Sutherland in particular, 
second to none, and that portions of. the 
Ireland of the last century hed a keen 
interest for him is shown by the way he 
yeturns te them again and again. He was 
a real pioneer in Iceland, and to a lesser 
extent in Norway. Add to these a tour of 
the Continent, and more than one visit to 


| Canada, Newfoundland, and the Rockies, 


and it will be seen that Mr. Akroyd has 
enjoyed a wealth of sporting experience 
given to the very few. 

Possibly the book suffers from the de- 
fects of its title. Setting out to write a 
“ Diary ” our author held to his contract, 
and we could wish that he had not «lone 
it quite so faithfully. Should he ever be 
persuaded to tackle another volume, we 
would suggest as a title ‘‘ Some Experi- 
ences of a Veteran Sportsman between 
1862 and the Present Day. 

It would be very interesting to have 
some of those “winter yarns,’ set down 
for the guidance of the present generation— 
set down, as they would be, by one of the 
old «school, possessed of a kindly but 
shrewd mind. His dealings with the Kerry 
keepers and beaters come tomind. We must 
confess that the Irish chapters appealed 
to us more particularly. County Mayo in 
1871 was a very different place from what 
it is to-day, but rough and unpleasant as 
was our author’s first experience, he was 
back again inside a couple of months. 
Wildfowling was the attraction, and truly 
the West must have be n a paradise in 
those days. As the writer says :— 

‘“T was asked to shoot everywhere. | 
had the whole country to myself, and there 
was splendid snipe shooting and some 
quite good ’cock shooting.”’ 

Du “ag the next few yeais our author 
went further afield, and not till 1884-85 
do we find him in the West again. It was 
on this trip that he found ' a very com- 
fortable little hotel, kept by Mrs. Dehan, 
very small but beautifully clean and com- 
fortable, in those days a very rare thing in 
the West of Ireland.’ 

On this trip also he discovers that “‘Sun- 
days in those days, and it may be so now, 
were the days when every man who had a 
gun turned out.” When trying to rent a 
place he was asked why, and the reason 
giv n was, “ Sure, you can shoot wherever 
you like and divil a weed will be said to 
you.” The bag in 1887-8 is worth mention 
—33 rrouse, 66 ’cock, 550 snipe, 21 ducks, 
etc. In 1902-3 a friend took him to Co. 
Kerry for some winter shooting, and in 
spite of wretched weather and rather 
primitive conditions the sport was good, 
and as late as 1912-15 the game bags make 
mention of Glenflesk. 

Conditions nowadays may not be exactly 
what they were, but we know of no record 
—unless it be Peard’s “ Year of Liberty ”’ 
—which brings out so adequately the 
sporting resourees and possibilities of our 
small island, and the record loses nothing 
from the plain matter-of-factness of the 
setting. A.M

ig not one to be encouraged, but Miss 
Sholte-Douglas’s book is really useful. 
She gives synepses of seventy-five English 
novels, from Robert Greene’s ‘‘ Pandosto '” 
to Butler’s '' Way of all Flesh,’’ selecting, 
for the most part, novels which are either 
half-forgotten or else have continued to be 
acknowledged classics witheyt being much 
read. The more popular writers, such as 
Scott, Dickens, and Thackeray are not in- 
cluded; but Fielding, Richardson and 
Smollett are here, as well as Sterne. and 
Fanny Burney. It was scarcely necessary, 
however, to re-tell the story of “ Gulliver’s 
Travels ''.or of ‘‘ The Pilgrim's Progress, '' 
and, since Miss Sholte-Douglas telis us 
that ene of the ends she has in view is 
‘to supply the wants of people who have 
no time to read the originals,’’ what are 
we to think of the miserable being who 
never has had time to read “ Robinson 
Crusoe’? and is content with a two-page 
synopsis? We are on less familiar ground 
with Mrs. Aphra Behn, Mrs. Radcliffe’s 
‘‘ Mysteries of Udolphe’’ and Lewis’s 
‘The Monk.’’ The eighteenth century 
liked its tale of terror strong, and would 
not have understood the more subtle 
methods of Henry James or Algernon 
Blackwood : — 

Finally the demon fixed his talons in 
crown of the monk, sprang up into 
him, heediess of his shrieks, and dropped him 
headlong threugh the air till he alighted on a 
sharp point of rock and rolled frem precipice to 
precipice in a violent storm till his mangled 
corpse was lost in the rushing waters of a river, 
which bore it swiftly away to oblivion. 


A large number of early nineteenth 
century stories are included—sefffe, like 
the works of Thomas Love Peacock and the 
Banims of Kilkenny of such high quality 
as to make their comparative neglect at 
the present day surprising. Miss Sholto- 
Douglas describes “ Crohbdore of the Bill- 
heok,” by Michael Banim, as “an un- 
qualified masterpiece. As a detective story 
it is perfect.”’ Biographical notes on the 
authors, some of whom are even more com- 
pletely forgotten than their novels, would 
have added to the interest of a valuable 
and entertaining book.

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LANDED PROPRIETOR’S 
MONEY TROUBLES. 
(from Our CORRESPONDENT.) 

ENNIS, Thursday. 

Captain Thomas Brady-Browne, of New- 
grove, Tulla, Master of the Clare Hunt, was 
examined at Tulla District Court in respect 
of an application for an instalment order, the 
applicant being Miss Ellen Hynes, of 4 Coul- 
son’s avenue, Rathgar, Dublin, who had 
obtained judgment in the High Court against 
Captain Brady-Browne for £652 12s. 9d 

In a statement as to his means, the debtor 
said that he had no assets whatever. He 
received £360 a year from the Clare Hunt to 
‘‘keep and hunt the hounds,’ and this sum 
was only sufficient for that purpose. Last 
year the sheriff had seized all his furniture 
and effects on foot of a judgment obtained 
by a mortgagee on the estate, judgment being 
granted on the personal covenant in the 
mortgage. 

He was owner of an estate in County Clare, 
of which the agricultural portions had been 
sold and the purchase money allocated. The 
unsold portions included the village of Tulla 
and the demesne lands of Newgrove, which 
were managed by a receiver, and out of which 
he got nothing, as the income was wholly in- 
sufficient to meet the interest on the charges. 

The debtor gave a list of the charges on the 
estate. These included a charge to Mrs. 
Emily Browne in respect of the unredeemed 
portion of jointure of £3,000 per annum, now 
reduced to £244 15s. 

Mr. Philip McQuaid, 
creditor, cross-examined Captain  Brady- 
Browne at great length. He questioned him 
as to the ownership of a racehorse which had 
run in his name. ; 

Captain Brady-Browne said that he had got 
that horse for nothing, and had now shot him 
and given him to the hounds. He insisted 
that there was no margin out of the £360 
granted by the hunt, and if any order were 
made in respect of it he would have to give 
up the hunt and let somebody else run it. 

Asked as to debts which he claimed to have 
paid, oe nage Brady-Browne said that he had 
no details, but he had paid over £1,000 in 
connection with a private family debt and, 
perhaps, £500 in respect of small debts of £50 
or £60 each. 

Mr. McQuaid produced a copy of the will of 
Miss Annie Caroline Brady, aunt of the debtor. 
This was made on the 14th August, 1924, and 
by it Miss Brady left her entire estate (English 
and Irish assets) to the debtor. The schedule 
of the assets thus received showed that they 
amounted to £4,556 10s. Mr. McQuaid pressed 
the debtor to explain how he had omitted all 
reference to the receipt of this money in the 
statement filed by him in reply to the present 
application. If he had paid only £1,500 in 
respect of debts during the past two years, 
surely he must have still £3, it? 

Captain Brady-Browne replied that he had 
nothing left. He had paid out a considerable 
amount in debts, but he could not give par- 
ticulars. 

“You know, he said to the justice, “ how 
money goes. [ happened to get this money 
and it went.” 

Mr. McQuaid said that the whole thing was 
ridiculous. Even taking his own account as 
correct—although no evidence had been sub- 
mitted in support—the debtor had paid only 
£1,500 in the shape of debts during the past 
two vears. He had received a legacy of 
£4,556. Where was the £3,000 difference? 
The creditor in this case, Miss Hynes, was in 
dire poverty, and had even to borrow the 
money to pay for the room in which she 
lived. Captain Brady-Browne apparently 
thought that he was entitled to lie back in his 
place at Newgrove and let the world wag 
round without taking any notice of these 
obligations. He pressed for a substantial 
order against him. 

District Justice Conroy said that, as Captain 
Brady-Browne had not offered any explanation 
of what had happened to the £3,000, he could 
only assume that he still had it, and there 
would be an order made against him for pay- 
ment of the present debt at the rate of £20 a 
month. 

Captain Brady-Browne asked for a stay on 
the order with the view to an appeal, but the 
justice did n&4 reply.

CANADIAN DAIRY 
INDUSTRY. 


“ RECORD ”’ INCREASE IN 
EXPORTS. 

The dairy industry in Canada for 1925 
showed a “' record ” increase in exports. 
“There is evidence of decided progress in the 
matter of quality, and the position of 
Canadian butter and cheese has been 
materially improved on the world’s markets,’ 
states the Agent-General for the Province of 
Quebec in London. 

Production of both cheese and butter 
showed a decided increase. The 1925 pro 
duction was estimated at 175,000,000 lbs. of 
cheese and 180,000,000 Ibs. of butter—a record 
output for the cheese factories and creameries 
of the Dominion. 

During the calendar year 1925 the Dominion 
exported 26,646,535 lbs. of butter, valued at 
$9,917,516; 1,507,429 ecwts. of cheese-- 
$34 575,980; 2,466,270 dozen eggs—$985,693, 
and 476,834 cwts. of condensed milk— 
$5,088,441. The export of cheese from the 
Province of Quebec alone amounted to 
49,648,330 Ilbs.—$10,258,457 (approximately 
£2,051,687). 


FARMER FOUND SHOT 
DEAD. 


WORRIED OVER THE WEATHER 


AND HARVEST PROSPECTS. 

Edward Monaghan, aged fifty, a farmer, was 
found dead, shot through the head, at Robins- 
town, Kilskyre, Co. Meath, on Tuesday morn- 
ing. By his side was a shotgun which con- 
tained a spent cartridge. A piece of twine 
was tied to the trigger. 

The deceased man had afarm of some eighty 
acres. He had spent part of his life in 
America, returning about five years ago. 

It transpired at the inquest that he had 


been in failing health for some time and had 


been treated by a doctor. He was wont to 
worry over the weather and the harvest 
prospects. 

The jury returned a verdict that death was 
caused by a gunshot wound self-inflicted while 
suffering from temporary insanity.

“ CONNEMARA 


If the reader has followed our series of 
tours he will have thoroughly explored the 
beautiful country in the neighbourhood ol 
Dublin. The extended toars, published last 
month, will have shown him many of -he 
most famous of our incomp:irabie tourist dis- 
tricts. For those who were una"le to take 
these longer tours we are now oufiining a 
series of trips, suitable for long week-ends— 
from Friday to Tuesday—which will enable 
the Dublin motorist to get a glimpse, at any 
rate, of some of the loveliest regions in Ire- 
land. 

We have already outlined, in this new 
series, trips to Waterford and the South 
coast and: to Limerick and the wild coast of 
Clare. This week we suggest a run into 
Connemara. 

Dublin, Celbridge (13), or ght (31), 
Tullamore (53), Shannonbridge (79), Ballina- 
sloe Athenry (114), Galway (128), 

Inveran (148), Screbe (159), 
(1644), Recess (1734), Clifden 
Tetterfrack (196), Leenane ( á 
Griggins (214), Maam (219), Cong (234), 
Headford (244), Tuam (257), Mountbellew 
2734), Athlone (2971), Kilbeggan (3174), 
Sinnegad (336), Enfield (3484), Dublin (375). 
Suitable stopping places, with satisfactory 
hotel accommodation, are printed in italics. 

The main road to Galway takes us through 
Edenderry and ‘Tullamore, crossing the 
Shannon at Shannonbridge, a fine bridge, 
with an interesting fortified bridge-head. [t 
is only four or five miles from the famous 
antiquities of Clonmacnoise, and time should 
certainly be made for this interesting ex- 
cursion., 

It would be quite impossible to do justice 
to the fascination of Connemara within the 
narrow limits of time available on this short 
tour, but the route indicated passes through 
some of the finest portions of this famous 
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region. We leave Galway by the road which 
for 20 miles runs along the shores of Galway 
Bay, with fine views of the Clare coast and 
the Arran Islands, turning inland at Inveran 
and running due north, 3 the many lakes 
of the Screbe fishery, to Maam Cross. 

Here we turn westward for Recess and 
the district of the Twelve Pins, passing by 
the splendid scenery of which Ballynahinch 
is the centre. From Clifden there is a 
lorious run through Letterfrack and famous 
<ylemore to Leenane. Here the hotel stands 
at the head of the Killaries, in one of the 
most beautiful situations imaginable. We 
leave Leenane by the long valley which runs 
under the Maam Turk Mountains. ‘There is 
a choice of roads from Griggins; both are 
beautiful, but we have chosen the southern 
road, with its wonderful views of Lough 
Corrib, rather than the wild, bleak grandeur 
of the Lough-na-Fooey road. At Cong the 
tourist can explore the fine Ashford demesne, 
see the ruined Abbey, the battlefield of 
Moytura, and go down the Pigeon Hole. 

We vary the route back to Dublin by going 
through Athlone. 


NOTES FOR ANGLERS, 
(FROM OUR ANGLING CORRESPONDENT ) 
Our trip this week brings us in touch with 

the pick of all Irish waters. There is scarcely 
an angler but has heard of the famous 
Connemara fisheries, and the mere mention of 
the names Ballynahinch, Recess, Carna and 
Screebe calls up visions of sea trout angling 
second to none. 

First in order comes Ballynahinch, owned 
and run by Mr. R. Berridge, and how effi- 
ciently it is managed from the angler’s point 
of view will be best understood by the state- 
ment,of the fact that netting is unknown. 
This, with adequate protection during the 
close season, makes the water a perfect Mecca. 
With the experiences of recent years in the 
way of poaching still all too fresh in mind, 
the details of the catch of a single rod one 
August week only four seasons ago read like 
a fairy tale. Sea trout totalled 114, salmon 4, 
and brown trout beyond count, best 3$lb. 
And this is said to be but a shadow of “ the 

ood old days,” owing mainly to the damage 
há by mackerel nets operating off the coast. 

The fishing is made up of the Ballynahinch 
River and a long chain of lakes, all of which 
hold trout and salmon. The situation in the 
heart of Connemara is more than a guarantee 
of the scenery, which provides an entirely 
adequate setting for all the usual legends. 

It is out of the question to attempt to deal 
with the district in detail here, but our 
readers will find a very full account of all this 
country in ‘‘Corrigeen’s’’ standard work, 
‘*The Angler’s Guide to the Irish Fisheries,” 
which was published by Messrs. Hutchinson 
and Co. a couple of years back. 

Unfortunately, the accommodation available 
in the district is limited, the more so since 
the Railway Hotel at Recess was burnt down. 
A car comes in useful here and enables the 
tourist to make his headquarters at Carna, 
Cashel or Clifden, to mention a few centres. 
The hotels at all three possess reserved water, 
and with his own transport the angler-tourist 
can travel further afield as occasion arises. 
For instance, the Zetland Hotel—at the head 
of Cashel Bay—issues daily tickets for the 
lower Costelloe fishery, in addition to the 
Gowla and Gowlabeg fisheries—both of them 
absolutely first-class sea trout waters. 

Mr. W. N. Milne, Screebe Lodge, Maam 
Cross, Co. Galway, is in close ppt with all 
this country, and from him intending visitors 
ean rely for full particulars of existing eon- 
ditions. 

fnough has been said to suggest the pos- 
sibilities which lie in our Western seaboard ; 
but I was reminded that all is not yet well by 
a correspondent. He draws attention to the 
fact that the Ministry of Fisheries have 
stopped their usual grant of £375, a grant 
which was shared by the Galway Board of 
Conservators, the Corrib Fisheries Association 
and the Corofin Association. Admittedly, the 
Ministry have no easy task on hand, but this 
policy of cutting down seems short-sighted in 
view of the work done by the three bodies 
mentioned. Apparently the greater part, if 
not all, of this grant went towards protection 
in the close season, which makes it all the 
more valuable. My correspondent omitted to 
say what reason the Ministry advanced for 
discontinuing the grant.

CENTENARY CELEBRATIONS. 

The Coombe Lying-In Hospital, Dublin, 

celebrates its centenary this year, and next 
week meetings will be held to mark the 
occasion, in addition to social functions to 
which a large number of guests has been 
invited. i 
The annual meeting of the hospital will be 
held in the Royal College of Physicians next 
Wednesday, and will be presided over by 
Lord Ardee. The report for the year ended 
lst March last, which will be submitted to 
the annual meeting, records much good work 
done in the alleviation of suffering. The total 
number of cases treated was 11,316. The 
ordinary income for the year amounted to 
£6,537 7s. 2d., and the ordinary expenditure 
came to £7,567 12s, 8d., thus showing a 
deficiency of £1,030 5s. 6d. During the year, 
however, extraordinary income was received 
to the amount of £1,375, Consequently a 
surplus on the income and _ expenditure 
accounts of £344 14s. 6d. has been carried 
forward, which reduces the debit balance from 
£950 9s. 6d. to £605 15s. in the revenue 
account. 
The Board have to express their best thanks 
to the executors of the late Miss Margaret 
MacCrossan for their generous gift of £1,000 
to the funds of the hospital, which sum the 
Board considered it more advisable to place to 
current account, so as to reduce the bank 
overdraft. 

A history of the hospital which has degree | 
appeared in the current edition of the Iris 
Journal of Medical Science from the pen of 
Dr. T. P. C: Kirkpatrick is interesting read- 
ing. The Coombe Hospital was founded in 
1826, and when opened as a lying-in institu- 
tion it contained thirty-six beds in four wards. 
Dr. Kirkpatrick records that in 1837 the 
Duchess of Kent, mother of Queen Victoria, 
became patroness of the hospital, and con- 
tinued as such till her death. He also refers 
to the continued generosity of Mr. Benjamin 
Lee Guinness towards the hospital in very 
trying times, and to the offer of Sir Arthur 
Guinness in regard to the building of new 
remises. On the 12th May, 1877, the new 
ospital was opened by their Graces the Duke 
and Duchess of Marlborough. Not only did 
Sir Arthur Guinness complete the building, 
but he also furnished it, and handed it over to 


Dealing with the work of the new Coombe 
Hospital, Dr. Kirkpatrick says :—‘‘ Since 1877 
its progréss, both as a hospital and as a 
tanchiag centre, has been continuous and 
rapid. It has won for itself a high reputation 
for good work, and each year it adds to that 
reputation. It enters on the second century of 
its history with a fine tradition. Difficulties 
which might have daunted the boldest have 
been met and have been overcome, and the 
hospital is now SE SA the benefit of the 
loyal and strenuous work of those who faced 
these difficulties.’’

BISHOP AND MISSION

From Our Rgporrer. 


BALLINASLOE, Thursday. 

The Right Rev. Henry Edmund Patton, 
D.D., Bishop of Killaloe, presided at the 
annual meeting of the Synod of the Diocese of 
Clonfert and Kilmacduagh to-day at Ballina- 
sloe. 

When the meeting had opened, the Ven. 
J. H. Yates, B.D., Archdeacon of Killaloe, 
proposed the suspension of standing orders in 
order to move a resolution of sympathy with 
the clergy and people of Drumcollogher. 

The motion to suspend the standing orders 
was unanimously adopted. 

Archdeacon Yates then moved—‘‘ That we, 
the members of Clonfert Diocesan Synod, ba 
to tender our sympathy to the clergy an 
people of Drumcollogher in their great loss 
and sorrow.” 

Mr. W. Seymour seconded. 

The Chairman—You have heard the resolu- 
tion. I ask you all to rise and pass it in 
silence. lt was a most tragic occurrence. 

The resolution was then passed, all stand- 
ing, and it was ordered that a copy of the 
resolution be sent to the parish priest of 
Drumcollogher. 


BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

The Bishop then addressed the Synod, and 
said that it had been his privilege that week 
to take part in the consecration of the church 
at Ahascragh which had replaced the church 
which was burned a few years ago by some 
misguided person or persons. The new build- 
ing was a beautiful one. 

te referred to the deaths during the year 
of Mr. John D. Kenny, of Kyrecourt; Mr. 
George Mahon, of Ahascragh, and Sir W. H. 
Mahon, Bart., D:S.0., ‘of Ahascragh, all of 
whom were devoted members of the Church 
in the diocese, and he expressed regret at the 
retirement of Canon Oliver and Canon Trotter. 

Referring to the progress made in temper- 
ance and mission work, the Bishop said that 
when the Church was connected with the 
State, and when its money was supplied by 
the State, he knew of a parish where there 
were 1,200 people, and their offering to 
missions was only £60 a year, though they 
had no sustentation iund to make up. Al 
present,. with a population of 450, the con 
tributiod of the same parish to foreign 
missions was £200, though it had also to 
make up a sustentation fund of £550. People 
had awakened to their responsibilities. 

As regards mission work, he hoped that 
that would go on. He saw that some parishes 
did a great deal for temperance and for 
missions, and he suggested that the clergy 
might arrange for lectures and meetings with 
& view to stimulating work on behalf of these 
deserving objects. 

In conclusion, he said that he would like to 
see the Synod more largely attended. It was 
the annual council of the Church and was 
highly important, and he would like to see a 
larger attendance at the Synod and at the 
Church Service which preceded it. ( Applause.)

A Statesman’s Leisure. 


To Viscount Grey of Fallodon, scholar 
and country gentleman, a sensitive and 
gentle lover of Nature, it fell to make the 
most dreadful decision in British history. 
For years before the summer of 1914, as 
Sir Edward Grey, he toiled to maintain 
the world's peace. That war-clouds were 
gathering he knew but too well, although 
the multitude revelled in a luxurious peace 
that seemed forever secure. Anxious 
negotiations occupied his days, and 
seldom did a month pass in which he was 
not obliged to take decisions on which the 
whole future of the Empire depended. In 
an autobiography he has told us how the 
periodical escape to the lonely woodlands, 
where he would go wandering among birds 
and flowers, was the single anodyne that 
enabled him to endure the racking strain. 
He has told how, when the inexorable 
breaking of the world’s peace came, and 
he cast his influence for Britain’s entry 
into the struggle, he was tormented by 
the question whether any other 
could have been taken with safety and 
honour. There have been _ statesmen, 
Bismarcks and Metternichs, to whom a 
walike decision cost no pain; but who 
among us can guess how a fine spirit in a 
fragile body suffered as dispassionate reason 
dictated the drawing of the sword? The 
“ Fallodon Papers,” published yesterday, 
reveal something of the life into which 
Lord Grey longed ever to escape from 
the solicitudes of the council chamber and 
the dust of controversy. In a paper once 
read before a Naturalists’ Club he dis- 
courses on the habits of waterfowl] at 
Fallodon, and in a paper on fly-fishing he 
recalls June days by northern rivers. It 
is not insignificant that when he writes 
of “ the pleasure of reading,” he closes 
his essay with a quotation, re-quoted from 
Walton, “ Study to be quiet.’’ He. bids 
all students strive to reach ‘“‘that calm 
and contemplative mood which makes us 
receptive of the best things in literature.”’ 
Poetry chiefly is to be read, and then 
“the great novels of character.’’ We 
come nearest to the scholar-statesman’s 
inner mind when he writes of “ pleasure 
in Nature,” and counsels—as the safest 
investment for a happy life—the cultiva- 
tion of ‘‘interest in Outdoor Nature: 
birds, trees, gardens, stars, and all the 
rest."” Here is a pleasure unlike others, 
since it endures and increases and. never 
palls. When he gives us “ some thoughts 
on public life” Lord Grey writes with 
agreeable common-sense, but essays no 
flight that suggests a Burke or a Disraeli.

The Price of Bread. 


An urban council in County Cork has 
protested to tle master bakérs against the 
increase in price of the quartern loaf from 
lld. to 1s. Urban councils often have 
passed resolutions far less commendable. 
We have condemned the waste of time and 
diversion of attention caused in ‘the past 
by the discussion of political matters by 
local government bodies, but it would be 
hard to disapprove of excursions into 
affairs not strictly municipal if they were 
fruitful in action like that taken in 
Midleton. The price of bread will be 
reduced in England next Monday by one 
halfpenny on the quartern loaf; for a fall 
in the cost of flour. there translated 
instantly into a reduction of the cost of 
the people’s food. Public opinion, sternly 
arrayed, has obliged bakers in England 
to reduce the price of the loaf in a strict 
ratio to the price of flour. In Ireland flour 
prices may be depressed for a long time 
before the consumer of bread derives any 
benefit. When last there was a substan- 
tial fall in flour prices, and the English 
loaf was reduced in cost by one penny, 
no move was made by the Irish bakers 
until a velume of protests had been heard. 
A tardy reduction of one poor halfpenny 
was made, leaving the Irish bakers in 
possession of yet larger profits, as com- 
pared with the English trade, than before 
the fall in flour. The grudging announce- 
ment of the reduction sugyested that the 
bakers regarded a halfpenny not extracted 
from the public as a halfpenny lost. This 
affairs will continue until Irish 
consumers possess something of the Eng-

The much-heralded farce, ‘‘The Whole 
Town’s Talking, ' 
the Strand Theatre. The great drawback to 
over-much preliminary publicity—particularly 
when it is on the laudatory side—is that one 
goes to a play expecting something very good, 
and disappointment is all the greater when 
the much-acclaimed piece is only second- 
rate.

ee this is only a record of my last 
on the Vefsen, | cannot give a description 
of the various incidents and the people we 
met: but I must mention the Factor, Mr. 
Johann Erlansen, who looks after the various 
fi:heries for the owners-—a wonderful 
orcaniser, who would make an invaluable head 
of transport in war—and a girl called Rita, 
who took care of us three men in a farm- 
house sixty miles from our lodge for . four 
days. where we went to fish. it was in the 
heart of the mountains, where there are anh. 
eagles, rypers and black game. We killed 
over one hundred trout up to 231bs., one 
of us making a record catch for one day. 

In our little party each had his or her 
little idiosvnerasy. One lady liked to look 
after our home comforts; another oiled and 
polished not only her own boots. but those 
of the others, and also sewed and darned our 
torn clothes and stockings.. One man was 
so afraid of horse-flies, mosquitoes, ete., of 
which there were very few, that he put all 
kinds of Farlow's receipts for mosquitoes ‘on 
himself. and in the mornings the smell was 
wafted into the rooms on the upper storey. 
Notwithstanding this failing, he was a most 
Important addition to the party. His neat 
ness made our one sittingroom habitable, in 
spite of salmon flies, prawns and boot oils; 
and he was an excellent actor when we were 
unable to make ourselves understood. The 
other man was by far the most finished 
angler of us all, and, unlike most fishermen, 
wae always patient and uncomplaining, no 
matter what the state of the river. 


THE HOPEFUL START.

PARACHUTE FAILS 


CROWD OF 20.000 WATCH 
ACCIDENT 


A terrible parachute accident occurred 
at Leicester last evening, when a young 
married woman named Dorothy Cain lost 
her life in making a descent from an 
aeroplane just outside the city. 

When she jumped from the side of the 
aeroplane, the horrified Spectators, of 
whom there were about 20,000, saw that 
the parachute remained attached to the 
acroplane. She dropped like a stone from 
the height of a thousand feet, and after 
es the turf her body rebounded six 
fe*t into the air, falling into a hedge.

_A case that is unique in the history of the 

United States is being heard in New York. 
Mr. Henry Dangherty, a former Attornevy- 
General, and Mr. T. A. Miller, the former 
Alien Property Custodian, are charged with 
ccuspiracy in connection with the disposal of 
property worth seven million ‘dollars that 
was seized during the war as belonging to 
enemy aliens, 

It is the first time that a former Cebinet 
Minister has been charged under the Federal 
Criminal Law with offences that he is alleged 
te have committed during his term of office. 

The indictment states that ‘‘ it was part of 
the conspiracy to enable Messrs. Daugherty 
Miller. and others to receive from the 
claimants of securities the sum of 391.000 
doilars, which was paid in putting through a 
transfer deed.”’ 

Mr. Max Steuer, reputed to be one of the 
shrewdest of New York lawyers, is leading

c i by the United States Attorney, 
Mr. Emory Buckner, with six assistants. - 

Mr. Buckner opened the proceedings by de- 
tailing the Government case, and presenting 
the story in a clear-cut manner, frequently 
using a blackboard and a piece of chalk to 
make clear to the jury some of the more 
intricate mathematical problems involved by 
the staggering figures with which the case 
bristles. : 

Mr. Buckner claims that Mr. Daugherty. 
Mr. Miller, and other defendants received 
large fees for their part in authorising the 
return of the so-called American Metals Com- 
pany to their European owners after the war, 
and alleges that hen sums were furnished 
by Herr Richard Merton, of Frankfurt-on- 
Main, a metal magnate and President of the 
German Corporation, which originally owned 
the metal concern. 

The Government contends that uapproxi- 
mately 400,000 dollars were paid as sora 
whereupon Mr. Miller, as Custodian, and with 
the approval of Mr. Daugherty, turned over 
seven million dollars to European claimants. 

Mr. Buckner told in detail how Herr 
Merton came to the United States expressly 


seven million dollars realised by the sale of 
the Metals Company. 

Herr Merton later visited Mr. Daugherty 
in Washington, and at that time ‘ he did not 
have a single document or scrap of paper as 
a basis for a claim.” Various conferences 
ensued, and finally Herr Merton returned to 
Europe to prepare the formal claim of the 
company in accordance with the instructions 
he had received from his associates at Wash- 
ington. 

The prosecutor alleged that this had been 
arranged through an intermediary called King, 
who is now dead, and that the alleged con- 
spirators received $50,000 hy cheque and 5 per 
cent. of whatever part of the seven millions 
was returned to the foreign owners. 

Mr. Buckner could not produce ‘the cheque, 
which he claimed was later paid, but said he 
could prove that Herr Merton’s account in the 
Chase Bank was debited to the amount of 
50,000 dollars in one day, and Mr. King’s 
account was credited with the same amount 
on the following morning. Herr “erton made 
two trips to Europe preparing the case, and, 
finally, arrived back in Washington in Sep- 
tember, and on the 21st the claim was 
efficially filed in Mr. Daugherty’s office. 

The money was paid sulsequently—six and

The Home Office issues the following 
further statement in regard to the alleged 
bringing of the remains of the late Lord 
Kitchener to London :— 

‘“*It will be remembered that Mr. Frank 
Power claimed to have gone over to. Norway 
and removed from a burial ground near 
Egersund a body, which he alleged to be 
that of the late Lord Kitchener. He further 
stated that the body was placed in a coffin 
which he had sent over from England for the 
purpose, and that the coffin was then shipped 
to him in this country. 

‘This coffin was opened at J.ambeth 
Mortuary on August 16th, and found to be 
empty. Mr. Power subsequently identified 
the coffin, but alleged that the inner si..II 
was not that in which the remains had been 
placed, and suggested that the inner case, 
containing the remains, had been removed, 
and this empty shell substituted. 

“The exhaustive enquiries which have just 
been completed aatablish conclusively that 
this coffin has never left the country. It was 
purchased hy Mr. Power in Kirkwall early in 
1926, and remained in store in Kirkwall until 
July 27th last, when, on Mr. Power’s tele- 
graphic instructions, it was despatched to him 
at Newcastle. 

“Mr. Power, who had left for Norway on 
July 20th, returned to Newcastle on August 
4th, and ordered the coffin, which had mean- 
while been stored in a Newcastle warehouse, 
to be sent to him in London. The movements 
of the coffin at every stage, from the time 
it left Kirkwall until the time of its 
opening in London have been completely ac- 
counted for, and the coffin has not been tam- 
pered with in any way in transit. 

“It may be added that the permission of 
the Norwegian authorities -is required for 
the opening of any grave in Norway, and no 
such permission has been applied for or given 
in the present case, nor is anything known by 
the authorities at Egersund of the opening 
of any grave in the district. 

‘‘It has been established, however, that 
during his visit to Norway Mr. Power ar- 
ranged a mock funeral at Stavanger. An

strike, and the capitulating mentality of 
others. . The Government, under masked 
democracy, representing the dictatorship. of 
the Conservative ‘Party, the dictatorship of 
manufacturers, bankers, mine-owners and 
landlords, has done its best to keep out*our 
delegation. Thereby they have plainly indicated 
to British workers that they are without any 
rights, and cannot even decide for themselves 
who shall, and who shall not, attend their 
own Labour Congress.”’ ; 

It goes on :—'' Naturally the Soviet workers 
are highly indignant at such mistreatment of 
British trade unions by the British Govern- 
ment. The Soviet workers believe that the 
blame must be laid, therefore, on the bend- 
the-knee attitude towards the Government of 
trade union leaders like Thomas.

An inquest was held in Mercer’s Hospital,

Raymond McGinley identified the deceased 
as his father, and stated that on the 30th

the men. The witness went to bed at 9 
o'clock, and did not know that his father 
did not return to the house that night. The 
next morning the district postman informed 
him that his father was lying on a path near 
the lighthouse. He went to the place, and 
his father told him that he had had some 
sort of stroke and could not move his limbs. 
He had him lifted into the house, and sent 
for Dr. Aherin, who advised his removal to 
hospital. - 
_ Dr. O'Kelly, House Surgeon, said that the 
deceased mán was admitted to hespital. on 
the 1st inst. He was suffering, presumably, 
from au. injury to the spine following a fall. 
He made some recovery at first, bui after- 
igards there were lung complications, and he 
/ “ied on the 8th inst. from acute pneumonia 
following on exposure. On making a further 
examination, the witness found that there 
was a definite spinal lesion, but no trace of 
an injury from a fall. The condition was 
due to functional disorder.

trade union leaders stated that they could 
not recall a parallel, marked the proceedings 
of the Trades Union Congress at Bourne- 
mouth yesterday afternoon.

43 Fifty minutes elapsed before the President 
again took his seat. The difficulty was then 
smoothed over and business was proceeded 
with in a calm atmosphere. 

The crisis arose over the selection ny the 
General Council of Mr. John Bromley, M.P.,. 
to second an emergency resolution moved by 
Mr. Robert Smillie; M.P., urging continued 
support to the miners, The miners delegates 
were determined that Mr. Bromley should be 
heard because of his revelations on the calling 
off of the general strike, published in the 
Locomotive Journal. so 

It was Soccewhat ironical that Mr. Smillie 
should .have begun his speech by thanking 
the President for allowing the resolution to 
be taken “in a calm Conference, in which 
there is no bitterness.” Mr. Smillie had a 
thoroughly sympathetic hearing. He said 
that while a few days ago there was some 
hope of an honourable settlement of the dis- 
pute, he was not so hopeful now of an early 
peace. He hoped that Mr. Churchill, who, 
with all his faults, had at least courage, 
having gone into. the thing, would see it 
through. ‘‘ This dispute will not be settled 
unless fair terms are given,” said Mr. 
Smillie. 

A DISCORDANT NOTE. 

No sooner had Mr. Smillie finished than 
Mr. John McGurk, Lancashire Miners, got up 
and asked if the General Council had deli- 
berately gone out of their way to insult the 
miners by putting Mr. Bromley up to speak. 
Mr. Smillie has told us about the poverty, 
shouted Mr. McGurk, amid a growing hubub. 
Bromley alone is responsible. I think that 
sromley ought to be called upon to apologise. 
This evoked loud cries of ‘“Order’’ and 
‘* Chair." 


Look at the placards in Lanoashire; 
vromley is responsible, shouted Mr. McGurk, 
who then inquired if the President would 
take the resolution there and then. 

No, said the President, I cannot take the 
resolution because the suggestion contained 
in your remark is entirely unjustified. The 
General Council has selected nobody with any 
particular intention. 

Take the vote, shouted a number of dele- 
gates. 

Mr. W. D. Richardson, Treasurer of the 
Miners’ Federation, tried: to make himself 
heard. Several delegates who were on their 
feet at once were toid by the President (Mr. 
Pugh) to sit down. Mr. 
declined .to accept the motion for 
the previous question, and the suggestion 
that someone else should second the resolu- 
tion in place of Mr. Bromley was received. 
with loud cries of “ No.” 

Mr. Richardson eventually obtained a hear- 
ing, and, as the only miners’ official present, 
he made an appeal to his fellow-miner dele- 
gates. The miners, he said, had raised their 
protest and made it quite clear that they 
were feeling the situation very keenly.

HELP FROM RUSSIA. 

Mr. Richardson again rose, and, as Trea- 
surer of the Miners’ Federation, expressed 
thanks. to everybody, at home and abroad, 
for the assistance which they had given to 
the miners. Over two-thirds of the money 
that had come into the miners’ coffers had 
come from the Russian people, he said. ‘‘ We 
are waiting on that big ship coming from 
America,” he added.

It therefore, urges al! trade mnionists and 
supporters among the general public to 
redouble their efícrts and to subscribe to the

utmost limit of their means to the funds 
established to assist the miners and their 


dependents.”’ 

A collection on behalf of the miners was 
afterwards taken and the sum of £83 was 
raised. Some coins were auctioned and 
brought in some little money. 


THE GENERAL STRIKE. 

Earlier in the day the General Council’s 
decision to defer the report on the general 
strike until a settlement of the mining 
dispute had been reached, was questioned. 
The matter arose on the motion to refer back 
the Council’s report, which stated that it was 
mutually agreed between the Miners’ Federa- 
tion and the Council to postpone the submis- 
sion of the report from the Council to a 
conference of affiliated Executives until after 
the termination of the dispute. Mr. J. Tanner, 
Amalgamated Engineers’ Union, London, in 
moving the reference back, alleged that an 
attempt was being made to prevent delegates 
from learning the truth. He asked what 
right miners had to make such a bargain with 
the General Council. 

The miners’ leaders have heen led into a 
trap, and their action will not help the 
miners’ dispute, he added. He also declared 
that the rank-and-file were accusing the 
General Council of being traitors, cowards 


and weak fools for having sold the miners 


by calling off the general strike and accept- 
ing the Samuel memorandum without getting 
the necessary guarantees.

They in 
time dropped out of Irish golf, and were suc- 
ceeded by their young brother, who, in a 
field of 252 at Sandwich in 1914, was runner- 
up to J. L. ©. Jenkins for the amateur title. 
Yesterday at Portmaronck Major Charles 
Hezlet carried on the traditions of that great 
golfing family by winning >the Irish Open 
Championship, defeating his fellow-clubman, 
Roy M‘Connell, in the thirty-six holes final 
by the convincing score of seven and six. 
What a record for one family! And should 
Major Hezlet maintain for a few years longer 
the golfing brilliance which carried him 
through this championship, and which en- 
abled him to achieve the distinction for which 
he had been striving for twelve years or more, 
there is no reason why he should not gain 
further laurels; for the family of which he is 
so distinguished a member, and which has 
played such a remarkable role in the annals of 
Irish golf. 

With two such excellent golfers in the 
final, those who went to Portmarnock yester- 
day looked forward to a thrilling finish to the 
championship. . But they were disappointed, 
and greatly so, for at the end of the first 
round Major Hezlet held the commanding 
lead of six holes, and the match was as good 
as won by him whem they adjourned for 
lunch. The most that one could expect then 
was. that M‘Connell would pull himself to- 
gether and make a match of it on the second 
round. For him to win it was impossible, for 
ne golfer could concede six holes to the Mid- 
Surrey-Royal Portrush giant over eighteen 
holes—except, possibly, ‘‘ Bobbie” Jones, 
with the latter in one of his happiest moods. 
But though M‘Connell was then in a hopeless 
position, he fought on pluckily, and not till 
Tezlet had holed his putt for the half on the 
12th green in the afternoon did he admit de- 
feat. Over those last twelve holes he played 
a great game against overwhelming odds, “but, 
he had allowed his opponent to get too far 
pe in the forenoon. 


HEZLET’S WINNING GOLF, 

That the better golfer is our Open cham- 
pion admits of not the least doubt. From 
the first tee shot Hezlet played a strong 
winning game. With his brassie he outdis- 
tanced his opponent from the tees, and his 
iron club shots were magnificent. It is true 
that he missed a few short putts. He in- 
cluded in his bag three putters, one of which 
he, had loaned to M‘Connell for his matches 
prior to the final, and with which the latter 
putted so beautifully against Dr. Scroggie 
and Dr. MacCormack. But he seemed to be 
doubtful as to which of them was the best 
for holing out from short range. But other- 
wise his golf was faultless, seeing that in the 
forenoon he went out in thirty-six strokes and 
finished in seventy-five. Nor did he slacken 
in the least, even when he had worked out 
such a big lead. As a matter of fact, he 
played the first nine of the second round 
equally well, and if there was one factor more 
than another which contributed to his success 
it was his great and accurate i shots, 


iron 
while his short approaches were models of 
accuracy as a rule, though here and there 
there were traces of weakness around the 
greens. That was not often, however. A 
worthy champion is Major Hezlet, but a good 
deal of credit is also due to Roy M‘Connell 
for the great fight which he made for the 
title, which will one day surely be his. We 
did not see the same golf played by him that 
had thrilled us on Wednesday. Seemingly 
he was feeling the efiects of. the strain of 
those two hard matches, for it took him an 
unusually long time to settle down. 


: A SURPRISING BEGINNING. 
The start of the match was surprising, for

Going to the seventh 
M‘Connell again got cuts on his tee shot, and 
recovering indifferently he became four down, 
and with Hezlet holing a four yarder for the 
win at the ninth they turned with Hezlet five 
up. 

was at the llth that Hezlet made his 
first real mistake. Short with his second 
M‘Connell holed a four yard putt, and to the 
surprise of all Hezlet did not get down one 
of eighteen inches. That was the first hole 
which Hezlet lost. An incident at the 12th 
green may be passed over; suffice to say that 
the hole was halved, Hezlet getting round his 
opponent’s ball for To the thirteenth 
M‘Connell topped his brassey, and broke 
down badly, taking five to reach the side of 
the green. Having played three Hezlet was 
left with a twelve yarder, which he holed 
when he did not want it—five up. M‘Connell 
socketed his mashie to the 14th, and then 
failed with a two foot putt for the half, so 
that he became six down, and the remaining

THE BANK RETURN 


DECREASE IN PUBLIC DEPOSITS. 
An increase of approximately £880,000 in 
the reserve of the Bank of England is mainly 
due to movement in note circulation, this 
showing a contraction ef £985,500, against 
which there was a decrease of £105,500 in the 
coin and bullion, The reserve has been raised 
to £34,859,826. or within two millions ef the 
total at this time last vear, while the present 
figure is the highest af 1926. The eoin and 
bullion smounts to £155.393,000. Market 
balances were drawn upon fe the extent of six 
millions by a decrease in the Government 
securities, against which there was only a 
trifling increase in the .‘‘ other securities’; 
but there was a decrease of £2,725.700 in the 
public deposits, and compared with a week 
ago the private deposits show a reduction of 
£2.419,500 at a little. over £105.000,000. 
Owing to this last movement and the drop 
in the public deposits, together with the in- 
crease 1n the reserve, the ratio of reserve to 
abilities is nearly 2 higher at 29} per cent. 
This is the highest figure since August 26, 
1925.
